The p rop rietor of the Nachusa, Mr. 
Camp bell, has been quite fortunate in se­ 
curing a French cook of remarkable ex ­ 
p erience, one who not only has traveled 
in all countries but knows how to p lease 
the p alate; and that is the reason that this 
cook has served many distinguished p eo 
p ie, including crowned heads and mil- 
lienairs. 
We refer to M. Victor La Porte, 
now chef tie 
n rn n e of the Nachusa. 
From the Hotel World we collate a de­ 
tailed account of the life off La Porte and 
give it to the readers of T h e E v e n i n g 


T e l e g rap h , for we believe that it will be 
read with int 2rest. 
His history is worthy 
of record. 
He is a well p reserved man 
for his age, though having p assed the al­ 
lotted three score and ten by a large ma­ 
jority , y et he is as hule as a man of not 
half his y ears. 
He sp eaks English some­ 
what brokenly but is easily understood. 
Victor La Porte begAn active service in 
bi9 p rofession as a "traveling cook” for 
nobility and distinguished p arsonages, 
when he went for the first lime from 
France to Vienna in 1829, with Count St. 
Helaire. 
Having cast his fortunes with 
the Count as ch ef of his cu isin e, he sp ent 
many y ears with him in his travels and 
residence in various p arts of Europ e. 
After resigning from the service of St. 
Helaire, he became Jtlie ch ef of M. Cal 
bouue, the famous Frenchman who trav­ 
eled all over the world, and at one time 
was well known in » Ms country . 
With 
Calhoune, LaPorte traveled some y ears 
over Europ e, Asia and Africa, and about 
1838 came to America with him. During 
his service for Calhoune his salary was 
one thousand five hundred dollars p er 
annum, a very large.'surtt for those day s, 
and the p erquisites of the p osition, which 
amounted to a handsome income. 
From that date to this tf. La Porte has 
officiated ch ef d e cu r' Ine for more noted 
hotels and resorts than p erhap s any other 
cook in this country . 
In 1812 he was 
head cook of the famous Victoria Res­ 
taurant in New Orleans. 
Between that 
date and 1850 he was for sik seasons head 
cook of the largest hotels at Saratoga 
Sp rings, the Grand Union, we believe. 
During those y ears he w’as also two sea­ 
sons at the Glencoe House, Long bland 
Toward 1850 ho was for two y ears head 
cook at Delmonico’s New York. A coup le 
of y ears later he wa9 for two y ears at the 
St. Nicholas in that city . 
Later on, he 
sp ent between two and three y ears at the 
Pierrcp ont House, Brookly n, N. Y. Be­ 
tween the y ears also of 1850 and 1860 he 
sp ent six winter seasons as head cook of 
the leading hotel at Cnarleston, S. C. 
Between 1858 and 1863 he served five sea­ 
sons in the then famous Catskill Moun­ 
tain House, and along after that p eriod 
for two y ears had charge of the cu isin e 
of the Club House, Savanah, Ga., in its 
p almy day s, where Mr. La Porte received 
five thousand dollars p er annum for his 
services. 
He was for a number of y ears 
along at that date in the confectionary 
business in New Orleans, but his old p ro. 
fession seemed to p lease him better, and 
along in 1865 he remembers himself as 
cook for the famous "Emp eroi” Max imil­ 
ian, during his remarkable career in Mex ­ 
ico. He remained with Max imilian for 
some two y ears, cooking for both him and 
his wife, but realizing that the would-be 
emp eror’s reign would come to any early 
conclusion, and that heads in that vicini­ 
ty might not be so safe as in New York, 
about two months before Max imilian’s 
ex ecution the artist of his kitchen shook 
the already trembling hand of the doom­ 
ed ruler, bade him adieu, and sailed for 
New York. 
Since that date Mr. La Porte has been 
engaged in many of the large hotels and 
resorts of the county . 
Such, iu brief, is 
the history of this French cook, who has 
p rep ared a thousand savory dishes for 
roy alty and the RrisU rats of America 
and other count ! i. 
His life has cer­ 
tainly been a most remarkable one. 
He 
has not "forgot his cunning,” but dishes 
up meals fur the guests of the Nachusa 
with all Iiia former skill.

T he Emp eror William still keep s up 
his old habits as to food and drink. On 
rising he drinks a cup of tea 
At 11 he 
takes breakfast, consisting of bouillon, 
cold roast, a glass of p ort or Madoira, or 
a half bottle of champ agne. 
Dinner, 
which is serv ed between 1 and 5, con­ 
sists of sou]), an entree, sotno roast, 
p reserv ed fruit, and inv ariably either 
lobster, of which the Emp eror is p as­ 
sionately fond, or oy sters. 
With it ho 
drinks again champ agne diluted with 
Belters water, and some light Moselle 
wine. 
He nev er takes beer, and coffee 
only when there are guests, from con­ 
sideration for whom he also occasion­ 
ally indulges in a cigar. 
His last meal, 
after 9, consists of a cup of tea and a 
p iece of cake. 


Two d r o v f . r r in Southwestern Mis­ 
souri discov ered a huge snake, y ellow 
and sp otted, coiled up in a lump tho 
size of a bushel basket. 
Its head was 
raised and a long, forked tongue rap ­ 
idly shot forth, while its tail, in air, 
rap idly v ibrated, giv ing forth an omin­ 
ous and well-known racket from more 
than twenty rattles.

of tho day . 
To sup p ly the foreign do- 
mand leading houses in London and 
Paris are now striking off cop ies of 
the American originals without regard 
to the rights of the Washington artists. 
They hav e no remedy for the foreign 
griev ances, but they hav e one for the 
infringement in this country . 
The 
tobacco houses,cigarette manufacturers, 
and soap dealers who hav e been making 
Mrs. Clev eland’s features common in 
lithograp hs and chromos are to be 
called to account, and tho p rosecutions 
will liav o the moral sanction of the 
W bite House, where tho p ractice has 
caused much offense. 
There is no de­ 
sire on tho p art of Mrs. Clev eland to 
giv e the XV ashington dealers a monop oly 
of her features, and she is not adv erse 
t > cop ies being made for p riv ate sale, 
us», or ornament, ev en if she should be 
comp elled to giv e outside artists a sp e­ 
cial sitting, but she will not consent to 
the use of hoi* p ictures for an adv er­ 
tisement.

The Ex ha ustio n of Petroleum. 
It can ha rdly be doubted, I fea r, tha t 
the supply bo th o f o il a nd g a s 
has no w 
been so la rg ely dra wn 
up on tha t within 
less tha n a sco re o f y ears scarcely any 
will be left which can be brought at 
rea so na ble p rices into the market. The 
boundaries and ox tentof tho oil regions 
hav o been determined. 
All the sands 
in which oil will ev er be found in such 
quantities a s to he worth working are 
known, and hav e been drilled through 
in v arious p laces. It is scarcely p ossi­ 
ble that any new fields will ho discov ­ 
ered which will be comp arable either 
in ex tent or p roductiv eness with those 
now known. 
Bo far hack as January , 
18 8 3, Prof. Lesley p ointed out that no 
p etroleum is now being p roduced in the 
Dev onian 
rocks, 
either 
by 
the 
p rocess 
akin 
to 
distillation 
or 
otherwise. 
What has been stored up 
in the p ust, a p rocess which p robably 
lasted for millions of y ears, may bo got 
out. 
But when these reserv oirs are 
ex hausted there will he an end of the 
p etroleum sup p ly . 
“The discov ery of 
a few more p ools of 2,9 00,09 0 or 3,000,- 
000 barrels each can make little differ­ 
ence. ” 
Mr. Carll, whose op inion on 
the geology of the oil-hearing districts 
may be regarded as decisiv e, has come 
to a similar conclusion. 
“ Tin ro are 
not at p resent," lie p ointed out quit j 
recently , “any reasonable grounds for 
ex p ecting the discov ery of new fields 
which will add to the declining p ro­ 
ducts of the old, so as to enable the 
outp ut to keep p ace with the ship ments 
or consump tion.” 
The stored p etroleum in this region 
has then been v ery nearly ex hausted. 
In less than a generation a small p art 
of tho p op ulation of this continent alone 
has used up nearly all the v aluable 
stores of energy which had been accu­ 
mulated during millions of y ears of the 
geologic p ast. 
Moore recent inquiries confirm the 
conclusions of Frof. Lesley and Mr. 
Carll. 
Tho signs of ex haustion in the 
oil-p roducing regions can now be clearly 
recognized. 
During the last four y ears 
there has been a steady diminution in 
tho outp ut, accomp anied by an increaso 
in the p rice p er barrel, which, nev er­ 
theless, does not ev en maintain the 
nominal annual v alue of the sup p ly . 
Mr. 
Wrigley announced in 18 8 2 that 
151,000,09 0 barrels of oil had already 
been raised np to the beginning of that 
y ear, and ex p ressed the op inion that 
not more than 9(5,000,000 barrels re­ 
mained to be raised. 
In this last esti­ 
mate ho was undoubtedly mistaken, for 
up to tho beginning of 18 8 5 no fewer 
than 
261,000,000 barrels had 
been 
raised, and in the y ear 18 8 5 as many as 
21,012,011 
barrels 
(nearly 3,000,000 
fewer than in 18 8 4) were obtained. 
But although the estimate in 18 8 2 of 
tho quantity of oil still remaining fell 
far short of the (froth, and though we 
may admit ni p ossible that ev en now 
much more oil nun a ins to bo p ut out 
than the most ex p erienced geologists 
sup p ose, the signs of ap p roaching ex ­ 
haustion are y early becoming more un­ 
mistakable. 
The ex p enso of bringing 
the oil to the surface grows greater 
y ear by y ear, and threatens to become 
so great that the p rofit of working the 
oil stores will be ev anescent. 
So soon 
as that state of things is ap p roached wo 
may be sure that the oilmen’s occup a­ 
tion in Pennsy lv ania and Western New 
York will be gone. 
It has been stated 
that the Jap anese, unwilling to let the 
least fraction of the earth’s interior 
stores be lost, hav e been known to ex ­ 
cav ate a v ertical shaft to a dep th of 
600 feet in order to raise a few gallons 
of oil p er day . 
But in America, when 
the oil mines are so near ex haustion as 
this, they will be abandoned; nay , they 
will be abandoned long before they ap ­ 
p roach such a condition. 
With the 
failure of the oil sup p ly , all the col­ 
lateral branches of industry associated 
with it will fail too.—Kn o wled g e.

Birthda y s. 
We hav e been considering this ques­ 
tion for some time, and hav e come to 
tho conclusion that it is the intemp er­ 
ate indulgence in birthday s that makes 
so many p eop le grow old. 
No one is 
in a hurry to become old ex cep t a few 
men who see no way to distinguish 
themselv es or attract p ublic attention 
ex cep t by becoming centenarians. And 
y et we all inv ite age by keep ing track 
of birthday s and celebrating them. Wo 
get into the habit when y oung, and, 
growing with our growth, it finally be­ 
comes almost imp ossible to shake it off. 
Parents are a good deal to blame for 
this, encouraging their offsp ring as 
they do to remember their birthday in 
their y outh, so that when they are old 
they may not lose s'glit of it. 
Occasionally y ou meet a man who 
doesn’t know* the day or ev en tho y ear 
in which he was born. 
The family 
Bible was loaned to a neighbor or mis­ 
laid about the time he made his adv ent 
into this v ale of tears, and the date 
was not recorded. 
Or p erhap s ho was 
away from home himself when the 
ev ent occurred, and tho memoranda 
was lost 
At any rate he nev er knew a 
birthday . 
He may hav e missed some 
p resents and congratulations as a boy , 
but on the whole he has been a gainer 
by it, we think. 
He doesn’t get. up in a 
gloomy sta'e of mind some p articular 
morning in the y ear and say : 
“To-day 
1 am a y ear older than I w as a y ear 
ago to-day ;” or “This day begins my 
fortieth (or fiftieth, as the case may be) 
y ear. 
Alas, 1 am growing old.” 
He 
is not bothered about such things at all, 
but just keep s on without hardly realiz­ 
ing that time is Hy ing. 
A man who 
doesn’t bother himself about birthday s 
can accumulate a right smart stock of 
y ears and hardly feel the weight of 
them. 
It is keep ing the run of them 
that makes a fellow* tired. 
Women are less p rone to keep an ex ­ 
act account of birthday s than men.

Do n’t* fo r the Nick-Ro o m. 
Don’t ap p ear anx ious, howev er great 
y our a n x iety . Assume a cheerful ex ­ 
p ression, and get off an old joke about 
the p atient being a great liar, or some 
other antediluv ian humor. Such things 
hav e a tendency to arouse a p atient 
from thoughts o*f his condition if any ­ 
thing will. 
Don’t let stale flowers remain in a 
sick-chamber. 
The air of a sick-room 
is had for p lants, and if they are giv en 
fresh water and p ure air they may re­ 
v iv e. 
Don’t jar the bed by leaning or sit­ 
ting up on it. 
If y ou want to jar tho 
bed, a kick or a thump is much mure 
effectiv e. 
Don’t lot tho p atient know that y ou 
are watching him. 
Go to sleep and 
« more and ho will be suro to keep 
awake and watch the clock for medi­ 
cine time. 
Don’t hav e the sick-room temp era­ 
ture ov er 60 degrees. 
If y ou should 
lot it got up to 99, and then jeRtingly 
remark that y ou were p rep aring tho 
p atient for tho immediate future, it 
might make him nerv ous. 
Sick p eop le 
are not ap t to ap p reciate a joke. 
Don’t neglect during the day to .at­ 
tend to necessaries for the night. 
Bee 
to it that a good substantial lunch 
is 
p rep ared, and a reasonable amount of 
drinkables are on hand. 
The sick al­ 
way s get along better when tho nurse 
is well cared for. 
Don’t ask a conv alosceat if he woul 1 
like this o r that to eat or drink, le 
p rep are tho delicacies and p rese.. 
them in a temp ting way . To fasten a 
delicacy on the end of a string and let 
it dangle in front of the p atient’s nose 
is v ery effectiv e, and then to jerk it 
away when ho reaches for it causes 
much amusement and reliev es the mo­ 
notony of the sick-room. 
Don’t bo unmindful of y ourself if 
y ou are in the resp onsible p osition of 
nurse 
Take care that y ou get y our 
p rop er amount of sleep , and let the p a­ 
tient wake y ou if y ou ov ersleep y our­ 
self. * Sick p eop le are naturally wake­ 
ful, and ev en if the p atient did doze off 
and miss tho medicine an hour it would 
be better than to break down the nurse’s 
health and thus make two inv alids in­ 
stead of one. 
Don’t giv o the p atient a full glass of 
water to drink from. 
If ,lie is v ery 
thirsty , allev iate his thirst by telling 
him there is more in the reserv oir. 
Don’t allow the p atient to get low- 
sp irited. 
Tickle him under the nose; 
p unch him in tho short-ribs with y our 
thumb, or do something else of a con­ 
v iv ial character to enliv en the sick man 
and keep him in a bright humor. 
And 
finally : 
Don’t p ay attention to all the fool 
adv ice y ou read in tho p ap ers.— 
Ju d g e. 


Illo g ica l Punctua tio n. 
Coming back to the question of 
p unctuation, I, 
for one, x v onld be 
p leased to see the old custom of p lac­ 
ing a full p oint or any p oint after ab­ 
brev iated words, and Roman cap itals 
in certain cast s giv en up , once and for 
alway s. 
What is the logic of it? What 
is 
the 
object of it? Any body who 
knows any thing knows that Messrs, Co. 
Esq, Eng, Hon, Bros, etc., are abbre­ 
v iations just as well as he knows two 
and two make four. 
It may lend dig­ 
nity to a Latin inscrip tion or serv e as 
ornament to an ep itap h, or what not, 
p rinted or carv ed in sev erity of sty le; 
but in good, p lain, ev ery day ty p e art, 
it is about as logical as it would be to 
sing our p salms with nasal twang be­ 
cause our daddies did. 
N. B.—I p ut a 
full p oint after the contraction of my 
name Philos into Phil, for the simp le 
reason that if I didn’t the comp ositor 
would, and I don’t want him to think 
that I ’m not a man of the p eriod. 
We often make merry ov er the En­ 
glish fashion of sticking a comma after 
a street number, this way : 100, Fulton 
street, but it is quite as logical as set­ 
ting one, as we often do, after a man’s 
name when his residence or birth [dace 
is connected with it by tho p rep osition 
of, as for ex amp le, “John Doe, of New 
York.” 
Nobody thinks of setting a 
comma after Gutenberg’s name in that 
way . 
We writo “John Gutenberg of 
Menfcz.” and the comp ositor follows 
cop y ; or “John Randolp h of Roanoke;” 
but w*liy we giv e a comma to “Mr. Smith, 
of Boston,” or “Mr. Brown, of Phila­ 
delp hia,” is more than I can find out. 
— America n Bo o kma ker.

A Ca rio ui Study o f Temper. 
Mr. Fra ncis Ga lto n ha s been co iDct- 
ing sta tistics reg a rding temper. He 
ha s receiv ed wha t he believ es to be a c­ 
cura te descriptio ns o f 1,9 8 1 perso n* . 
These repo rts, g iv en, o f co urse, under 
the pledg e o f secrecy , ho ha s cla ssified, 
ta bula ted, a nd publishe 1. 
The result 
is a v ery striking picture of Eng lish 
so cia l life. 
Mr. Galton fintfs that out of 1,9 8 1 
sp ecimens who hav e been the uncon­ 
scious subject of v iv isection moro than 
one half—52 p er cent.—are rep orted as 
bad-temp ered. 
The number of ad­ 
jectiv es used in describing the v arious 
farms of disagreeableness sp eaks v ol­ 
umes for the amp litude of the lan­ 
guage, and libraries for the amp litude 
of our v ex ing eccentricities. 
They are 
as follows:. “Acrimonious, aggressiv e, 
arbitrary , bickering, cap ricious, cap ­ 
tious, choleric, contentious, crotchety , 
decisiv e, desp otic, domineering, easily 
offended, fiery fits of anger, gloomy , 
grump y , 
harsh, 
hasty , headstrong, 
huffy , imp atient, imp erativ e, imp etu­ 
ous, insano temp er, irritable, morose, 
nagging, 
obstinate, 
odd - temp ered, 
p assionate, p eev ish, p ep p ery , p roud, 
p u rnacious, 
quarrelsome, quick-tem­ 
p ered, scolding, sharp , short, sulky , 
sullen, surly , uncertain, v icious, v in­ 
dictiv e. ” 
Forty -six in all, and hardly 
any of them indicating a mild form of 
unamiability ! 
This is certainly too 
bad, and om> is temp ted to throw the 
entire ev idence out of court. 
It will 
surely seem to most of us that the great 
majority of our own acquaintances hav o 
reasonably good temp ers; and when 
Mr. F rancis Galton, author, metap hy si­ 
cian, and Fellow* of the Rov al Society , 
sav s that 52 p er cent, of p eop le are 
bacl-temp ev ed, we aro inclined to an­ 
swer that one of two things is true: 
either Mr. GAlton’s co-op rators hav e 
used tho word good-temp ered to mean 
p ossessing a temp er better than the 
av erage, or else that the p ersons who 
engage in this work of criticizing their 
relativ es and friends wore naturally 
the p eop le least likely to p ass fav orably 
judgment. 
But Mr. Gal ton's nex t p oint is more 
interesting. 
He classifies his subjects 
according to eex , and obtains the re­ 
sult that women are better temp ered 
than men. 
Of the women rep orted to 
him only 45 p er cent, seemed to their 
relativ es and friends to disp lay bad 
temp er,« . 
This makes the difference in 
their fav or about 10 p er cent. 
Unfor­ 
tunately , howev er, we are not informed 
whethor Mr. 
Galton's co-op erators 
were mainly women or men. 
In case a 
fair share of them were women the 
judgment rendered is certainly a curi­ 
ous one. 
But the question of sex is of much 
less interest than that of heredity , and 
here Mr. Galton’s statistics hav e a p os­ 
itiv e v alue. 
They are summed up as 
to results in 1hi following p aragrap h: 
“Do good-temp ered p arents hav e, on 
tho w’hole, good-temp ered children, and 
do bad-temp ered 
p arent hav o 
bad- 
temp ered ones? 
I hav e 43 cases w’hero 
both p arents are recorded as good-tem­ 
p ered, nfid*25 where they were both 
bad-temp ered. 
Out of the children of 
the former, 30 p er cent, 
were good- 
temp ered and 10 p er cent, bad; out of 
the latter, 4 p er. cent, were good and 
52 p er cent, bad-tenq ere I.” 
The London S p ecta to r, 
in comment­ 
ing up on this p aragrap h, say s that 
these figures are more than usually in­ 
conclusiv e. 
With this we do not agree. 
The fact that p ositiv ely good temp ers 
are eight times as frequent among the 
children of good-temp ered p arents than 
among the children of bad-temp ered 
p arent* seems to ns to be highly sig­ 
nificant. 
Nev ertheless, the figures are 
inconclusiv e if Mr. Galton means,as the 
S p ecta to r 
infers, that the good or had 
temp ers are a p hy sical inheritance,and 
that a had temp er is a quality born in 
a p erson, which may be restrained hut 
cannot be eradicated. 
Such an op inion 
as this contradicts common observ a­ 
tion. 
It is as p ossible for a bad temp er 
to disap p ear from disuse as for a good 
muscle to disap p ear from disuse. 
To 
disbeliev e this is to disbeliev e in moral 
ev olution. 
Moral liber may certainly 
be dev elop ed. 
But then the question 
comes, What leads to its dev elop ment? 
and here w*e see the significance of Vlr. 
Galton's figures. 
Positiv ely bad-tem­ 
p ered children are fiv e times as fre­ 
quent in the families of bal-temp ered 
p arents as in the families of good-tem­ 
p ered p arents. 
Character is as cap a­ 
ble of inheritance as p hy sical or ma­ 
te rial wealth. 
It may not be inherited 
at birth, any more than the wealth is 
inherited at birth. 
But nev ertheless it 
does descend. 
Sp ontaneous generation 
of lov e is as imp ossible as sp ontaneous 
generation of life. 
It is only born of 
lov e, and can only be nourished by 
lov e. 
The p arent who cares for the 
character of his child may be almost 
certain that that which he himself lay s 
uj) w ill he inherited, the heir hav ing no­ 
op tion whether or not it shall accep t 
under the will.- -Ch ristia n Un io n . 


Hosiery in the Middle Ages. 
In the Middle Ages the feet and the 
wholo of the lower p art o f the body 
were cov ered by one garment, tlie 
“hose," which was made entire and in­ 
tended to fit the p erson tightly . 
The 
word stocking was introduced with the 
article itself, and is deriv ed from tho 
Anglo-Sax on word “stocken,” to stick, 
because the material was made with 
“stickiug-p ins,” or, as they are now 
termed, knitting-needles. 
The modern 
word “knit” is also deriv ed from the 
Anglo-Sax on term < a yla n an equiv a­ 
lent for which ex ists in all the Euro­ 
p ean languages, which indicates that 
the art must hav e been quite old. 
Buchanan in his “Histoiy of Inv en­ 
tions” say s that as early as 1627 there 
ex isted in France guilds of stocking- 
knitters. 
In 158 9 William Lee in En­ 
gland inv ented the sto cking frame.

CURIOUS AND SCIENTIFIC, 


T h e r e are 15,1)00 acres of oy ster beds 
in the Bay of Arcachon, France, which 
y ield 300,000,000 oy sters a y ear. 
G flat in F. is the latest adu lterant of 
bu tter. 
By adding gelatine, which ab­ 
so rbs ten tim es its weight of water, tho 
consistency of the bu tter is retained 
and the water adu lteration is not notice­ 
able. 
I t is not necessary to hav e different 
metals to obtain a cu rrent of electricity . 
Iron in nitric acid and iron in su lphu ric 
acid, the two flu ids being separated by 
a porou s partition, will giv e a cu rrent, 
one plate wasting away while the other 
is thickened. 
B e l t s that hav e been loosened by 
getting wet shou ld be thorou ghly dried 
and fastened together by inserting co- 
ment into the cracks with a knife and 
hammering u ntil dry , 
A good cement 
for the pu rpose is equ al proportions of 
good glu e and Pru ssian gelatine dis­ 
solv ed in the samo manner as ordinary 
glu e. 
W illiam C , King s l e y , p r o jecto r o f 
tho Brookly n bridge estimated many 
y ears ago, in the infancy of the enter­ 
prise, that 36 ,000,000 portions per annu m 
wou ld represent its max imu m capacitv , 
an d that this nu mber of people wou ld 
be u sing tho bridge in 19 00. 
Already 
27 ,500,000 people cross the bridge, and 
at tho presont rate of increase Mr. 
Kingsley ’s estimate may be reached in 
18 9 0, ten y ears before the time fix ed by 
him. 
W ith a v ie w to ov ercoming tho diffi­ 
cu lties in spreading borax and other 
flu x ing materials ov er tho heated su r­ 
faces in making welds, a Frenchman 
has inv ented plates, u su ally consisting 
o f a v ery pliable wire gau ze, on both 
sides of which the flux , being highly 
v itrifled, is ev enly spread. 
Paper may 
be also u sed as a su pport. 
In cases of 
small su rfaces it is often su fficient to 
form a sheet of tho flu x end metal fil­ 
ings agglomerated together. Tho plates 
are simply placed between the su rfaces 
in place of the powder being sprinkled 
on, the wire gau ze being welded in be­ 
tween the su rfaces. 
F r e s h l y- m ade glu e is stronger than 
that which has been repeatedly melted. 
Too large a qu antity shou ld not, there­ 
fore, be made at a time. 
Glu e may bo 
freed from the foreign animal mat! or 
generally in it by softening it in eold 
water, 
washing 
it with tho 
same 
sev eral time, till it no longer giv os 
ou t any color, then bru ising it with the 
hand, and su spending it in a linon bag 
beneath the su rface of a large qu antity 
of water at 06 degrees F. 
By doing 
this the pu re glu e is retained in tho bag 
and tho solu ble impu rities 
passed 
throu gh. 
If the softened glu e be heated 
to 12*2 degrees withou t water and fil­ 
tered, some other impu rities will bo re­ 
tained by the filter, and a colorless so­ 
lu tion of glu e be obtained. 
A ne w idea is a bed-spring which shall 
serv e as a fire-escape in time of danger« , 
It consists of fou r sets of springs, sev en 
feot long and ju st wide enou gh when 
laid together to set in a bed-frame. 
Each set is attached to the adjoining 
ono by a clainp, which u nites iron ap­ 
pendages fastened to the end of tho 
springs. 
Theso appendages add to the 
length of ,the arrangement so as to 
make it abou t thirty foot long while 
hanging ou t of the window. 
One side 
of each set of springs is fitted with ru ngs 
made of wrou glit-iron, tho only part of 
the contriv ance not of steel. 
These 
ru ngs, which are on the ou tside when 
the springs depend from the window, 
and abou t fifteen inches apart, form a 
strong ladder, which may be made u so 
of for descent 
P rof. S cr ibner , of the Department 
of Agricu ltu re, Washington, in a paper 
on fu ngi, say s that while su lphate of 
copper ami limo, applied separately , 
had v ery little if any effect in prev ent­ 
ing mildew in v ines, the combination of 
the two had entirely prev ented it. 
A 
good formu la was to dissolv e ono pou nd 
su lphate of copper in two gallons of 
water. 
Slake two pou nds of good limo 
in the same qu antity of water, and then 
mix the solu tions, when the mix tu re 
shou ld bo thorou ghly applied to v ine 
and foliage. 
Another method of appli­ 
cation is to dissolv e six teen and a half 
pou nds of su lphate in the smallest 
qu antity of water possible; also to hav e 
it, when slaked, in tho liqu id form. 
Mix those thorou ghly and dry . 
When 
dry cru sh and powder. 
The powder 
can be blown ov er foliage, fru it, and 
v ine.

The fo rce o f po lice repulsed by the mo b 
was sixty stro ng and fully armed.

sev erely Injured sev eral o f the co nstables, 
who fo rbo re to fire upo n their assailants. 
A fter receiv ing reinfo rcements tho fmljo e ad- 
v unci*l ujo n the cro wd and co mmanded 
them to dit>p>rae. 
This co mmand was met 
with a sho ut o f defiance and the mo b ngain 
rushed at the co nstables 
Tho o filcer in co m­ 
mand o f the po lico gav e the o rder to fire and 
six ro unds o f rifle balls w*ere po ured into the 
cro wd.

C h ica g o , Sep t. 10. —The Herald’s sp ecial 
from San Francisco has the following: A cor- 
rasp ondent writing to The Bulletin under 
date of Shanghai, Aug. 24, says: 
“The most contradictory rumors concern­ 
ing Count Mitkiewicz and his syndicate p re­ 
vail here. 
The North China Daily News 
gives the establishment of the hew batik with 
its fullest credit, but there are those who hold 
that this journal has been ‘influenced* to 
write as it doaa. 
One thing is certain: the 
syndicate rep resented by Count Mitkiewica 
has obtained the contract for the establish­ 
ment of telep hone lines in all Chinese p orts. 
But trhat docs this amount to? Absolutely 
nothing, so far as I can see. 
The use of tele­ 
p hones in China will be very small for many 
years to come. 
Even in the cap ital the de­ 
mand for anything of the kind is insignifi 
cantly small, and granting even that this 
concession 
includes—which 
it 
p robably 
does 
not—the 
right 
of 
op ening 
tele­ 
grap hic 
communication 
I ait ween 
the 
various centers 
of 
Chinese 
commerce, 
the undertaking is one full of enormous 
obstacles. 
Even in this p resent year tele­ 
grap h p oles have been up rooted and w ires 
cut because these western innovations are 
believed to obstruct the free p ass 1 go of tho 
‘feng shui wind water sp irits’ and thus bring 
misfortune up on the land. 
It may just be 
p ossible that tho government telegrap h be­ 
tween a few of the largest cities will escap e 
tho unreasoning dislike of the p ^p lo. 
But 
even in this ease it will require the constant 
watchfuluess of a large body of troop s to 
keep the line intact. 
China is not so waked 
up as the article of concession granted to the 
new corp oration would seem to indicate. 
Count Mitkiewicz has been laboring for two 
years, backed by cap ital fully adequate to 
carry almost gigantic schemes, but it i« not 
to be sup p osed that this very thing has not 
lieen attemp ted often enough before. 
Nor 
does it seem p robable that the Chinese au­ 
thorities are so very fond of the Unitod 
States they should in this instance have be­ 
come so thoroughly Americanized. 
“And what of the railroad grant? So far 
as the line between Tien Tsiu and Pekin is 
concerned its construction has long since 
p assed into French hands. 
That nation has 
rep resentatives hero offering to build tho line 
10 p er cent, cheap er than all other comp eti­ 
tors. 
It is utterly ridiculous to sp eak glibly 
of a railroad between Canton and Pekin. 
The natural obstacles in tho way of such an 
enterp rise are simp ly enormous, not to sp eak 
of the fact th a t 
th e inhabitants of southern 
Fuhkien and northern Kwangtung, two of 
the most imp ortant soabo.ir I p rovinco3, are 
notoriously disaffected, and always op p osed to 
government innovations. 
Scores of years 
have still to p as3 before such a scheme could 
boast even the p ossibility of success. 
Much 
more likely to succeed woul l be a railroad 
between the cap ital and some of the most im 
p ortant cities on the Yong-Tsza. 
The estab­ 
lishment of a lino running to Wuhuhas 
has 
long 
been 
p rojected. 
Yet even 
in this case it must not be forgotten that 
these self-same towns were once the strong­ 
holds of Taep ing rebels, and are far from be­ 
ing loyal centers to-day. 
Iu establishing 
railways in this country there are these three 
groat obstacles to ovorcoms: 
First, 
the 
broken nature of the country to bo traversed; 
second, the hatred of foreign innovation, and 
third, the imp ossibility of f orcing the p eop le 
to work in harmony with the government 
“We are told Anally,” says the corresp ond­ 
ent, “that tho concession made to tho Ameri­ 
can syndicate include minting of new coin, 
p erhap s the issuing of new bank notes, and 
tb© right to discover 
and 
work mines 
throughout tho emp ire. 
As for tho first 
matter, the rumor 
p alp ably false. Nothing 
of the kind can p ossibly be true. 
The gov­ 
ernment has its own mint, and has hitherto 
p ersistently refused to allow 
any 
other 
nation to interest itself iu the matter. 
Cop p er “cash” are the coins current, and tho 
only coins demanded by traffic in the in­ 
terior. 
These are minted in Pekin under 
government sup ervision, and it is very far 
from being even p robable that the syndicate 
of Count Mitkiewica will get hold of this 
coinage. 
And I doubt very much whether it 
could p ay if they did. 
With regard to the, 
mines one can only trust that tho p reten 
sions of the count are 
China’s mineral wealth is 
and only a small p ortion 
heretofore.

HOTEL USES OF PAPES. 


The Thin S nb atuo. Tak ing the rinee of 
W ood for M any P urposes. 
There are few thing s that cannot now 
be mado out of paper. 
Its adaptabili* 
ty is astonishing , and the wildest spec­ 
ulations as to its future are ex cusable 
when we reflect upon the present nses 
of this material. 
As the delicate sub­ 
stance can be made to serv e for steel 
or iron, it is not difficult to understand 
how paper is for many purposes now 
taking the place of wood. 
Mention 
was before made of a new mill in 
Sweden for the manufacture of paper 
from moss. 
Paper of different thick­ 
nesses and pasteboard made of the 
white moss hav e already been shown, 
the latter ev en in sheets three-quarters 
of an inch thick. It is as hard as wood, 
and can be easily painted and polished. 
It has all the g ood qualities, but none 
of the defects of wood. 
The paste­ 
board can consequently be used for 
door and window frames, architectural 
ornaments, and all kinds of furniture. 
Paper made from strong fibers, such 
,as linen, can, in fact, be compressed 
into a substance so hard that it cannot 
be scratched. 
As houses have been 
made of this novel building material, 
so almost everything requisite to com­ 
plete and furnish a residence has since 
been manufactured of paper. 
After 
the llreslati fireproof chimney, it is 
quite possible, for instance, that cook - 
. ing or heating-stoves can bo made of 
similar materials. 
These paper stoves 
are annealed—that is, painted over 
with a composition which be omes part 
of the paper, and is fire-proof. It is 
said to be impossible to burn them out, 
and they are much cheaper than iron 
stoves. * Bath-tubs and pots are made 
in the same manner by compressing 
the paper made of linen fibers, and 
annealing. 
The tubs, we are assured, 
will last for ever and never leak . 
Placed on the fire they will not burn 
up, and it is almost impossible to break 
or injure th m. 
Our rooms can be 
floored with this wonderfully accom­ 
modating material, as proved by the 
Indianapolis sk ating-rink , before re­ 
ferred to in this journal. 
It may here 
be mentioned that crack s in floors, 
around the sk irting-board or other 
parts of a room, may be neatly and 
permanently filled by thoroughly so ik ­ 
ing newspapers in paste made of one 
pound of flour, three quarts of water, 
and a tablespoonful of alum, thoroughly 
boiled and mix ed. 
The mix ture will 
be about as thick as putty, and may be 
forced into the crack s with a case- 
k nife. 
ft will hardou lik e 
papier- 
mache. 
Doors, w hich one wculd think were 
polished mahogany, but that they 
swing so lightly and are free from 
swelling, crack ing, or warping, are 
composed each of two thick paper 
boards, 
stamped 
and molded into 
panels and glued together with glue 
and potash, and then rolled through 
heavy rollers. 
These doors are first 
covered with a waterproof coating, then 
painted and varnished and hung in the 
ordinary way. Few persons can detect 
that they aro not made of wood, par­ 
ticularly when used as sliding doors. 
Black walnut is said to be getting very 
scarce in this country; but picture- 
frames are now made of paper and 
colored lik e walnut, and are so perfect 
that no one could detect them without 
cutting them. Paper-pulp, linseed oil, 
and carbonate of lime or whiting are 
mix ed together and heated into a thick 
cream, which, on being allowed to cool, 
is run iato molds and hardened. 
Drawing-rooms can be set oft’ by 
handsome pianos manufactured from 
paper—a French invention. 
A beauti­ 
ful musical instrument of this k ind has 
lately been an object of great curiosity 
to the connoisseurs and musical savants 
of Paris. 
The entire case is made of 
compressed paper, to which is given a 
hard surface and a cream-white brill­ 
iant polish. 
The legs and sides are 
ornamented with arabesques and floral 
designs. 
The ex terior and as much of 
the interior as can be seen when the 
instrument is open are covered with 
wreaths and medallions painted in min­ 
iature by some of the leading artists 
of Paris. 
The tone of this instrument 
is said to be of ex cellent quality, though 
not loud. 
The brok en, alternating 
character of piano music is replaced 
by a rich, full, continuous roll of sound, 
resembling somewhat that of the or­ 
gan. 
Only two of these instruments 
have been made. 
One is still on ex hi­ 
bition ; the other has been sold to the 
Duk e 
of 
Devonshire. —
